Particularly, Songkhla Lake provides plenty of 
fishery resource whether shrimps, clams, crabs, and fish. The 
lake also offers beautiful attractions for Amphur Sathing Phra as 
well as the interesting tradition and culture. 


The folkway regarding to "Node" or Palmyra palm comprises 
of climbing for harvest, chopping Node's fruits, Node's fruits in 
syrup, palm sugar chunk, liquid palm sugar, products from 
Palmyra palm tress, and cultivating Node.
